I  he  Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  at  Norton  and  Leek 
weekly. 

There  are  5  Health  Visitors,  who  made  6,464  visits. 

We  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council  for  bacteriological  examination, 
especially  in  cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis, 
and  Veneral  Disease. 

The  Sanitary  Staff  of  the  Council  consists  of  the  M.O.H., 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  one  Junior  Student  assistant 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  was  added  in  August,  1937,  and  a 
cleansing  Superintendent  for  3  parishes  and  parts  of  2  other 
parishes. 

The  Senior  Inspector  holds  the  Certificate  of  the 
Sanitary  Institute.

PRESERVATION  OF  RURAL  SCENERY  is 

happily  developing-. 


SEE  CAMPING  SITES.  —  By  the  application  of  Section 
2bt),  and  sub  sections  (in  Public  Health  Act,  1936)  (inclusive) 
it  will  be  possible  for  Local  Authorities  to  exercise  judicious 
control  of  Camping-  Sites  (varied  as  necessary)  applicable  to 
Rural  Features  and  Zoned  areas. 

Refuse  still  disfigures  and  pollutes  many  Rural  roads 
and  lanes — offenders  are  liable  to  prosecution. 

AMPLE  PROVISION  OF  PURE  WATER  is  one 
of  the  greatest  needs  for  the  good  health  of  every  person,  as 
where  such  is  very  limited,  Cleanliness  and  Health  are 
greatly  jeopardised. 

Rural  Districts  cannot  possibly  attain  all  Urban 
facilities. 

The  growing-  appreciation  of  Sanitation  (see  removals  of 
House  refuse)  increases  problems  for  finance  resources  and 
administration. 

SAFE  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  is  of  vital  importance, 
especially  in  areas  without  properly  piped  domestic  water 
supply.  The  possibilities  of  pollution  through  streams, 
springs,  eventually  wells,  is  a  matter  receiving  close 
attention,  and  abatement. 

Where  Septic  and  Filtering  Chambers  are  attached  to 
House  Drains  periodic  renewal  and  aeration  of  “  filtering- 
media  ”  should  receive  systematic  attention 

Harmless  chemicals  may  be  procured  for  clarifying 
effluents  from  cesspools  and  septic  tanks. 

Where  Housing  develops,  liability  (for  trespass,  or 
damage  occurring  by  reason  of  cesspools  being  neglected 
emptying)  rests  with  the  offenders.  To  save  emptying, 
people  have  frequently  connected  their  House  drains  cesspools 
to  field  drains,  this  is  a  dangerous  practice  (often  polluting 
water)  creating  a  nuisance  bv  running  into  a  ditch,  and 
renders  such  persons  liable  to  prosecution. 


THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

Farmers  and  Cowkeepers  indifferent  to  Approved 
methods  of  Lighting,  Ventilating,  Paving  and  Drainage  of 
Shippons,  must  eventually  be  prevented  from  disposing  of 
milk  for  human  food 

All  Dairymen  and  Dairying  Shippons  must  be  registered 
Milk  Houses  and  Refrigerators  are  necessary  to  all  Dairy- 
farms,  and  on  changing  tenancy  must  re-register. 

The  approved  method  for  cooling  Milk  is  through  a 
Refrigerator. 

All  Dairying  utensils  must  be  sterilized.  Cleanliness 
is  tar  from  general  among  milk  producers  and  dairymen. 
From  experience  since  1926,  many  never  will  be  fit  to 
handle  milk  or  its  products  for  human  consumption 
(positively  hopeless),  and  should  be  segregated  to  tend 
swine. 

As  a  guide  to  improve  bad  conditions,  the  following 
should  be  adopted- 

1.  Lights  area  total  equal  to  one  twelvth  of  floor 
area. 

2.  Ventilation  : —  Clear  openings  (to  external  air) 
total  to  equal  one  twenty-fourth  of  floor  area 

Open  Hopper  lights  to  windows  (provide  vents) 
at  the  front  and  rear  of  Shippons,  give  through 
air  current. 

Query:— Light  or  Vent  “  gauged  per  cow" 
does  not  calculate  for  varying  dimensions  of 
Shippons,  hence  ; — One  would  be  well  lighted, 
while  cubically  too  limited,  vice-versa  :■ — Might 
be  detrimentally  spacious  yet  lack  necessary 
vent  and  light. 

If  a  standard  as  to  cubic  capacity  of  Shippons, 
were  adopted  (throughout  the  country) — see 
“  Byelaws  for  Dwellings  ”  also  Demolitions) 
practical  uniformity  could  be  attained.  Officials 
and  Dairymen  inclusive  would  then  toe  a 
defined  line. 
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3.  Impervious  (cement  concrete)  floors  evenly  laid 
for  draining  liquid  on  to  Trapped  Gullies  (fixed 
in  open  air)  piped  to  discharge  at  a  safe  distance 
to  prevent  any  nuisance  of  pollution. 

No  Structural  alterations  or  new  Shippons  must  he 
executed  previous  to  receiving  approval. 

Open  jointed  floors  are  not  allowed  to  remain  in  old 
Lofts,  and  where  possible,  heights  from  Shippon  floor 
should  be  not  less  than  eight  teel  six  inches. 

Lofts  are  not  approved  for  new  Shippons. 

Limewashing  of  all  Shippons  is  Necessary  and  Compulsory 

at  least  twice  every  year,  once  during  April  or  May  and  once 
during  September  or  October. 

Coating  Walls  with  Pitch  and  Tar  to  a  height  of  four 
feet  six  inches  (qft.  bins.)  at  the  rear  of  Standings  prevents 
absorption  of  liquid  gives,  a  smooth  washable  surface  and 
aids  disinfection. 

Failing  compliance  with  : —  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926, 
or  neglecting  to  register  with  the  “  Local  Authority  in  which 
Dairy,  or  Dairy  Premises  (including  Shippons)  are  situated 
will  necessitate  stopping-  disposal  of  Milk,  intended  for 
Human  consumption,  and  Prosecution  of  Offenders.” 

Note.  -Evaporated  breath  of  cows  in  liquid  form  satur¬ 
ating  wails  of  Shippons  shut  up  without  sufficient 
ventilation.
